Nixon signs bill 
boosting benefits 


SAN C LEM EN TE, Calif. (A P) — 
L arg er checks a re in store for m illions 
of Social Security recipients April 3 and 
again July 3 as the result of an ll per 
cent benefit boost signed into law by 
P resident Nixon. 
U nder legislation signed by Nixon on 
T hursday, av erage m onthly benefits 
for an individual will rise from $161 to 
$181, while those for a couple will jum p 
from $276 to $310. 
The increases will take place in two 
steps, with a 7 per cent increase taking 
effect with M arch checks distributed 
April 3 and the other 4 per cent re ­ 
flected in June checks delivered July 3. 
To help finance the increases, the law 
im poses a higher earnings level at 
which Social Security taxes will be 
deducted from w ork ers’ paychecks. 
The earnings subject to taxes will be 
$13,200 this year, up from the $12,600 
base planned before the new law was 
enacted. 
Although there is no change in the 
5.85 per cent tax ra te im posed on 
w orkers 
and 
their 
em ployers, 
the 
m axim um tax to be collected annually 
from each will rise from $631.80 in 1973 
to $772.20 this year because of the 
higher w age base. 


The new law raises m inim um Social 
Security benefits from $84.50 to $93.80 
and increases the m axim um from $411 
to $456 for a couple. 


“ W ith 
th e se 
in c re a s e s , 
S ocial 
Security benefits will have risen by 68.5 
per cent since this adm inistration took 
office nearly five y ears ag o ,” Nixon 
noted in signing the m easure.

He told his news conference that “ we 
have discussed our ideas for settlem ent 
in exactly the sam e te rm s” with Israel 
and the A rab states. And he rejected 
the suggestion that he is tying U.S. 
policies inseparably to those of Israel. 
K issinger said the Israeli elections, 
in which hard-liners m ade som e gains, 
would not d eter the disengagem ent 
talks.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
E nergy Office has decided against 
seeking S aturday closings of gasoline 
stations as a w ay to cut fuel con­ 
sum ption fu rth er. 
“ It is definitely ou t,” an energy office 
spokesm an said. "S atu rd ay closings 
would just w reck recreation outlets in 
the country, and it’s a big business.” 
F ed eral energy chief W illiam E. 
Simon had said as late as a week ago 
that the Saturday-closing m ove w as 
under serious consideration. Now, he 
feels the m easu re is not needed to deal 
with the gasoline shortage. 
The energy office has alread y asked 
the nation’s 225,000 gasoline stations to 
close on Sundays to discourage con­ 
sum ption. A high p ercentage have 
com plied. Simon 
said the 
Sunday- 
closing request will becom e m andatory 
if he gets the pow er from Congress. 
As for the g overnm ent’s conservation 
m oves, Simon said after a news con­ 
ference T hursday : “ We feel w e’ve got 
everything in place necessary to lick 
this pro b lem .” 
D uring the new s conference, he and 
other energy officials said the response 
from the public on governm ent con­ 
servation m easu res has given new hope 
that gasoline rationing can be avoided. 
A high energy

said later, 
how ever, that the key test will com e 
this m onth as gasoline production is 
cut. 
Simon said m ajo r oil com panies have 
agreed to encourage the voluntary 10- 
gallon-per custom er lim it on service 
s ta tio n s 
s a le s . 
C om pany-ow ned 
stations will enforce th at lim it, he said. 
He said th at gasoline consum ption 
continued to decline in D ecem ber, but 
added the savings fell far short of the 20 
p e r 
c e n t 
re d u c tio n 
c o n sid e re d 
necessary. 
On Feb. I, he said, the energy office 
will announce another gasoline price 
in c re a s e 
to 
c o m p e n sa te 
se rv ic e 
stations for th eir loss of sales volum e 
because of the fuel shortage. 
By M arch I, he said, gasoline prices 
nationw ide will av erage 8 to ll cents 
per 
gallon 
higher 
than 
the 
level 
prevailing in D ecem ber. The increased 
cost of foreign oil is a m ajo r reason for 
the expected rise. 
In San C lem ente, S ecretary of State 


H enry A. 
K issinger said President 
Nixon is prep arin g personal initiatives 
to try to solve the energy crisis, but 
said details w ouldn’t be disclosed until 
next w eek. 
K issinger called the A rab em bargo 
“ increasingly less ap p ro p riate” and 
said N ixon’s m oves would seek to build 
cooperation betw een the oil-producing 
and oil-consum ing nations. The cutoff 
w as initiated in late O ctober after the 
M ideast w ar broke out.

Jobless rate 
on increase 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
unem ploym ent ra te m oved up from 4.7 
p er cent to 4.9 p er cent of the work force 
in D ecem ber, 
m arking the second 
consecutive m onthly increase since the 
beginning of the energy crisis, the 
governm ent reported today. 
The increase ap parently w as due to 
the general slowdown of the econom y 
but an aly sts for the B ureau of Labor 
Statistics said they lacked com plete in­ 
form ation to determ ine the effect of the 
fuel shortage on the jobless rate. 
A dm inistration 
officials 
had 
said 
previously the im pact would be felt in 
D ecem ber and even m ore sharply 
during the first three m onths of this 
year. 
P resident Nixon’s chief econom ic 
adviser, H erbert Stein, has forecast a 
jobless ra te reaching about 6 per cent 
later this y ear as the full effects of the 
energy crisis im pact on the econom y. 
According to the Labor D epartm ent 
report the num ber of people out of work 
increased by 170,000 last m onth to a 
total of 4.4 m illion. This followed an in­ 
crease of 200,000 in the jobless ra te in 
N ovem ber.

Daylight 
time due 
Sunday 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Y ear-round 
daylight saving tim e will go into effect 
in alm ost all p arts of the United States 
Sunday as p a rt of President Nixon’s 
energy-conservation program . 
It will be the first tim e the nation has 
been on year-round daylight tim e since 
World W ar II. 
All but two states — Indiana and 
Hawaii — apparently will set their 
clocks ahead one hour at 2 a m. Sun­ 
day, although four other states have 
applied for exem ptions and other p arts 
of the nation could be exem pted by 
sta te legislation. 
Indiana has passed legislation in the 
past exem pting it from daylight tim e, 
and the sta te w as excluded from the 
new 
bill. 
H aw aii 
w as 
e x e m p te d 
because of its location near the E q u a­ 
tor, w here there is little seasonal 
variation in the num ber of daylight 
hours. 
U n d er th e le g isla tio n , P re s id e n t 
Nixon — or his designated rep resen ­ 
tative — can exem pt any state from 
daylight tim e if the sta te ’s governor 
can show the tim e change would w ork 
undue hardship or that rem aining on 
s ta n d a rd tim e d u rin g th e w in te r 
m onths would save m ore fuel. 
Arizona, Oregon and Kentucky have 
applied for exem ptions, according to 
the Uniform Tim e Office, and Idaho 
has requested that its a rea under 
m ountain tim e be exem pted. 
All four requests a re under a d ­ 
visem ent, the office says, and T ra n ­ 
sportation S ecretary Claude B rinegar 
was to m ake a ruling as the P resid en t’s 
rep resen tativ e late today. 
The nation will rem ain on daylight 
tim e through O ctober 
1975, 
unless 
Congress decides to change the law. 
The sw itch to daylight tim e has been 
touted by the White House as an 
en erg y -saver, 
although 
m any 
su p ­ 
porters of the bill acknow ledge they a re 
unsure w hat effect, if any, the m easure 
will have on the energy crisis. 
The W hite House has claim ed th at 
shifting an hour of daylight from the 
m orning to the evening hours could cut 
back electricity and heating dem ands 
by as m uch as three per cent, p a r­ 
ticularly in the northern regions of the 
country. This could m ean a savings 
equivalent to 150,000 b arrels of oil a 
day, the adm inistration has said. 
It says people would not need to turn 
on their lights as early at night if 
daylight savings tim e w as in effect.

Saxbe, blunt-spoken v eteran of Ohio 
R epublican politics, takes over the 
Ju stice D epartm ent as the natio n ’s 70th 
attorney general today. 
He is convinced, despite recent ef­ 
forts to the co n trary , that politics has a 
place in the g o vernm ent’s chief law 
enforcem ent arm . 
Saxbe is equally convinced that he 
and his close associates will be im m une 
from im proper political pressu res. He 
says there is no need for the steps his 
predecessor designed to prove the truth 
of th at im m unity to the public. 
A fter five y ears in the Senate, Saxbe 
officially gave up his seat T hursday in 
p re p a rin g 
for 
his 
la te -a fte rn o o n 
sw earingin cerem ony in the d ep art­ 
m en t’s G reat Hall. The oath will be 
adm inistered by an Ohio colleague, 
form er state Suprem e Court Judge 
R obert M. D uncan, now a judge on the 
U.S. Court of M ilitary Appeals. 


Some 300 Ohio friends and dozens of 
governm ent officials planned to attend 
but neither P resident Nixon nor Vice 
P resident G erald R. Ford said they 
expected to be there. 


Saxbe becom es Nixon’s fourth a t­ 
torney general and brings the d ep art­ 
m ent a set of goals som ew hat different 
from those of Elliot L. R ichardson, who 
resigned Oct. 20 ra th e r than obey 
Nixon’s order to fire A rchibald Cox as 
special W atergate prosecutor.

Saxbe said in an interview he will at

He said he has questioned a num ber 
of senators about the policy and som e 
said “ th e re ’s a lot of tim es when we 
know som ething that we think the a t­ 
torney general should know ... but if it’s 
publicized, it would be em b arrassin g to 


us to try to have to say that so-and-so 
from m y sta te is no dam n good.” 
U nder th o se c irc u m s ta n c e s , th e 
senator “ju st w ouldn’t do it” and the 
Justice D epartm ent would suffer from 
the lack of inform ation, Saxbe said. 
R ichardson had said the policy would 
d isc o u ra g e 
im p ro p e r 
p o litic a l 
p ressures and would give the d e p a rt­ 
m ent w ritten records to rebut a c ­ 
cusations of bending to political in­ 
fluence. 
“ The way to discourage im proper 
contacts is to talk to no one,” Saxbe 
asserted. “ I have enough confidence in 
the people I ’ll have working for m e that 
I’m not going to be w orried about 
im proper co ntacts.”

Laos sells rice, 
seeks U. S. help 


Friday, Jan. 4, 1974 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Laotian 
peasants are selling their first good 
rice crop in years and then turning to 
the United States for emergency aid 
when they run out of food, American 
officials say. 
Sources in the Agency for 
In­ 
ternational Development (AID), say 
the situation could cost the United 
States hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 
For years Laos has had a severe rice 
shortage and AID has supplied food to 
as many as 379,000 peasants a year. 
The past year the crop was excellent 
and resulted in a drop to 161,000 in the 
number of Laotians receiving the 
American food. 
The aid amounts to about 17 pounds 
of rice a month to each person, plus 15 
pounds of protein food. 
However, many of the peasants who 
have gone off the program have 
ignored advice by American experts 
and are not storing the surplus for seed 
and future consumption, officials say. 
Instead, they are keeping just enough 
to eat for the next few months and are 
selling the rest. 
American policy is to provide food to 
Laotians until they become self- 
sufficient. For many years, the crops 
have been so poor that few people could 
ever grow enough to feed themselves. 
But the past crop was bountiful and 
AID discontinued rice shipments for 
218,000 peasants, telling them they 
were on their own unless a natural 
disaster cut their food supplies. 


That the U.S. advice to store the 
surplus rice was rejected is no sur­ 
prise, the American sources say. The 
peasants not only have been hungry, 
they have been poor. U.S. officials say 
it is understandable that they would 
take a rare chance to pick up some 
money. 
There is little that can be done to stop 
the selling, the officials say. 
The only direct punishment is to 
refuse aid to peasants who ask for food 
after having sold their own harvest. 
Officials say it is difficult to prove that 
such peasants have sold their extra 
rice. 
And even if that could be done there 
are humanitarian and political reasons 
to give the aid, the officials concede. 
“How can you tell some farmer he 
and his family must go hungry because 
they tried to make a little pocket money 
for once in their life,” one source said. 
Further, Democratic Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy of Massachusetts has been 
critical of the American aid program in 
Southeast Asia, charging the ad­ 
ministration often has not given suf­ 
ficient help to refugees in the area. 
To take a hard-nosed attitude on the 
rice aid would only give new am­ 
munition to Kennedy, the AID sources 
acknowledge. 
Officials feel, the only apparent 
course of action is to give aid when 
necessary, hope for another bumper 
crop and continue to encourage the 
peasants to conserve what they have. 
U. S. air defense said hurt 


by shortage of jet fuel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Because of 
the fuel pinch, Air National Guard 
pilots assigned to defend the United 
States against possible bomber attacks 
are allowed to fly only when ordered 
aloft to investigate suspicious planes, a 
Guard source says. 
"They fly only on a direct scramble 
order from the North American Air 
Defense Command,” the source said 
Thursday. 
The pilots are barred from practicing 
their aerial skills, including important 
instrument and night flying, when they 
are not on runway alert even though 
their squadrons have been given a first 
line mission, the source said. 
It is this ban on proficiency flying 
that has prompted military officials to 
warn that reserve pilots of all the ar­ 
med services will lose their edge and 
national security will suffer unless it is 
relaxed. 
Of particular concern to them is the 
effect on pilots belonging to 19 Air 
Guard squadrons which have been 
assigned the major responsibility for 
Mansfield hit 
by big layoffs 
MANSFIELD, Ohio (AP)— Man­ 
sfield’s two largest employers have 
announced they will layoff more than 
1,000 employes in January due to the 
energy crisis and declining sales. 
The layoffs were announced by the 
Fisher Body plant in Ontario, a Man­ 
sfield suburb, and the Westinghouse 
Electric Corp. 
With a population of about 55,000, the 
layoffs represent almost two per cent of 
the city’s population. 
Fisher Body personnel director 
William D. Wallis said 775 company 
workers will be laid off Friday night 
due to slumps in General Motors large 
car sales. 
The Fisher Body plant produces car 
bodies for GM. The parent auto 
manufacturer has been hit by a slump 
in large car sales because of the energy 
shortage. 
Wallis said GM assembly plants are 
reducing production because of the 
slump. For 370 of the workers, the 
layoff will be a two-week furlough, 
Wallis said, with jobs opening again 
when GM resumes production.

PRINCETON, N J. (AP) - A sub­ 
stantial majority of Americans are 
pessimistic about the nation’s 1974 
economy, according to the latest 
Gallup Poll. 
The Nov. 30-Dec. 3 survey showed 85 
per cent of those questioned predicted 
economic difficulties in 1974 and 84 per 
cent expected rising unemployment. 
In a similar survey a year ago, 47 per 
cent forecast economic difficulty and 43 
per cent expected more unem­ 
ployment. 
In the latest survey, 1,550 adults 
across the nation were asked if they 
thought 1974 would be “a year of 
economic prosperity or a year of 
economic difficulties.” 
Seven per cent expected prosperity, 
85 per cent predicted difficulties and 8 
per cent expressed no opinion. The per­ 
centage replies in the survey last year 
were: 40 prosperity, 47 difficulties, and 
13 no opinion. 


Those interviewed were also asked if 
they expected 1974 to be “a year of full 
employment or a year of rising 
unemployment.” 
Eight per cent expected full em­ 
ployment and 84 per cent a rising 
jobless rate. Eight per cent had no 
opinion. 
Last year 42 per cent forecast full 
employment, 43 per cent expected 
more unemployment and 15 per cent 
expressed no opinion.

IRS seeking 
$800,000 tax 
from Vesco 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Internal 
Revenue Service is trying to collect 
m ore than $800,000 in back taxes from 
indicted financier Robert L. Vesco. 
The claim was disclosed when Vesco 
and his wife appealed the IRS verdict to 
the 
U.S. 
Tax 
Court. 
Vesco’s 
tax 
troubles com e on top of a long string of 
legal problems, including federal in­ 
dictm ents for fraud, conspiracy and 
obstruction of justice. 
IRS records filed with the court show 
that Vesco reported a taxable income 
of $111,712 for 1971 and paid $52,441 in 
taxes. But the IRS contends that the 
Vescos actually had a taxable income 
of m ore than $1.2 million and that they 
owe another $775,310 in taxes plus a 
penalty of $38,765. 
The IRS attached the 5 per cent 
penalty because the agency “ d eter­ 
mined that part of the underpaym ent of 
tax ... is due to negligent and in­ 
tentional disregard of rules and regu­ 
lations.” 
The Vescos denied the charges. 
The bulk of the IRS claim concerns 
paym ents allegedly m ade to Vesco by 
the International Controls Corp. He 
was form er board chairm an and chief 
executive officer of the firm and during 
1971, he also becam e the chief officer of 
Investors O verseas Services Ltd., after 
ICC bought a substantial portion of the 
Geneva-based m utual fund. 
The IRS claim ed that Vesco failed to 
report a total of $1,001,350 in income 
received from ICC. IRS exam iners told 
Vesco’s 
representatives 
they 
w ere 
counting as income $830,729 for Vesco’s 
personal use of an ICC-owned plane, 
and $170,621 in personal expenses paid 
by 
ICC, 
according 
to 
Tax 
Court 
records. 
Vesco told the court he used the jet 
only for business purposes and “at no 
tim e caused private airc ra ft to be flown 
to any destination at which a business 
activity was not the principal purpose 
for such flight.” 
The IRS also claim s taxes on $63,757 
in “ u n id e n tifie d d e p o s its ” in the 
Vescos’ joint account at the Am erican 
N a tio n a l 
B ank 
& 
T ru s t 
Co. 
in 
Morristown, N.J. 
Vesco’s lawyers replied, “To the best 
of petitioner’s recollection and belief, 
none of the deposits made to said ac­ 
count represented unreported taxable 
income..,.”

He is 
still recovering from back and leg 
injuries suffered when he ejected from 
a bom ber over North Vietnam in April 
1967. 
Thorsness was reared in 
Walnut 
Grove, Minn., and joined the Air Force 
in 1951. He and his wife, Gaylee, live in 
rural Sioux 
Falls. Their daughter, 
Dawn, 18, attends Stanford University.

Soybean development project 


Sen. 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey’s 
proposal for creation of a Sino- 
American 
Soybean 
Research 
Institute is unlikely to generate 
much public excitement. This bill is 
nevertheless of great potential 
importance. For the fact is that as 
demand for high quality vegetable 
protein soars, soybeans will play an 
increasingly significant role in the 
world’s food economy. 
What Humphrey contemplates is a 
joint undertaking by the United 
States and China to increase 
soybean yields and adaptability to 
new producing regions 
The Institute he seeks to establish 
also would get into other aspects of 


soybean research and technology, 
including 
development of ad­ 
ditional uses for 
soybeans 
and 
soybean products as sources of 
human and animal 
protein, 
in­ 
cluding the development of new 
foods and food substitutes and ex­ 
tenders.” 
This enterprise would not require 
a great outlay of funds; for initial 
operation of the Institute the United 
States would furnish only two million 
dollars annually. 
The 
President 
would be instructed to ask the World 
Bank to consider putting up ad­ 
ditional money. 
To further emphasize the in­ 
ternational character of the project, 


the bill suggests utilizing the ex­ 
pertise of various groups active in 
soybean research, notably the U.S. 
Agency 
for 
International 
Development and the U N ’s Food 
and Agriculture Organization. 


The United States, which already 
produces a large share of world 
soybean supplies, and China, whose 
800 million people represent a huge 
potential demand for soybeans, are 
well suited to this joint undertaking. 


The ultimate benefit for the 
world’s underdeveloped nations is 
incalculably great. Congress would 
do well to give the project its 
blessing without undue delay.

Voluntary News Council enough 


The House of Representatives ad­ 
journed without passing an energy 
bill. Maybe it’s better that way: the 
common sense and ingenuity of the 
people should be able to combine fuel- 
saving measures with the discovery of 
new sources of heat and power without 
any legislative ukases. 
The fewer laws, the better for 
freedom. 
Our mania for new laws might have 
saddled us with a compulsory press 
code during the period in which Spiro 
Agnew was riding high. Fortunately, 
the agitation for mandatory disclosure 
of news sources died down before our 
Congress could get around to amending 
the First Amendment by a misguided 
legislative interference. 


THE AGNEW ERA has left us with 
one legacy that looks to the fostering of 
a responsible press; it is a newly for­ 
med National News Council which, 
luckily, 
intends to operate on a 
voluntary basis. 
The council is headed by Roger 
Traynor, former Chief Justice of the 
California 
Supreme 
Court, 
and it is already busy pushing a 
study of the threats to a free press 
posed, among other things, by judicial 
rulings in the lower courts. The study 
will take off from the recent Florida 
Supreme Court decision which would 
force the Miami Herald to give a 
sorehead political figure the right to 
equal space in replying to an editorial 
that appeared in its pages. 
Britain, the country of Coke and 
Blackstone which bequeathed us its 
heritage of the Common Law, has, 
according to all reports, solved its 
problems of press fairness by trusting 
to a voluntary Press Council. 
The secretary of the British Press 
Council, Noel S. Paul, recently passed 
through New York City on his way to 
Buffalo to address the Sigma Delta Chi 
society of professional journalists. Mr. 
Paul, a former features editor for the 
British Home County Newspapers, a 
chain of weeklies, was critical, in a 
polite and civilized way, of Our Yankee 
predilection for running to government 
for a compulsory settlement of our 
troubles. 


Sophisticated societies, he said, were 
more and more inclined to choke 
themselves with legislation - a “ kind of 
pollution” in his view. 
Twenty years ago the 
British 
parliament considered forcing a 
statutory press council on the British 
media. The newspapers fended off the 
danger of government control of the 
news columns by forming a voluntary 
council composed of management and 
employee representatives. Later the 
council changed its constitution to 
allow for a non-press chairman and a 
minority of “ public” members chosen 
by a special appointment commission. 
A complaints committee composed of 
equal members of the press and the 
public has recently been added. 
The British answer to the problem of 
maintaining a fair press has, so Mr. 
Paul says, 
succeeded 
beyond ex­ 
pectations. It has done this not by 
setting up any rigid codes of newspaper 
conduct, but by keeping a weather eye 
on whatever moral standards may be 
deemed acceptable to the public at any 
given moment. 
Thus, 
by 
accepting 
a 
view 
of 
patriotism that has recently been 
dishonored in the U.S., the British 
Press Council has 
condemned the 
publishing of government documents 
before stipulated 
release dates. 
Complaints about giving lurid details in 
stories of sexual assault have also been 
upheld by the council. 
On the other hand, the council has 
defended the right of newspapers to 


refuse advertising, to keep news 
sources secret unless ordered by the 
courts or parliament to disclose 
identities, and to exercise free choice in 
publishing or refusing to publish let­ 
ters to the editor. 


THE EVEN-HANDED behavior of 
the British Press Council has led to 
clashes 
with government, but the 
council has been sustained in at least 
one important case by a government 
investigation of contempt of court 
procedure. Mr. Paul seemed impressed 
by the Washington-based Accuracy in 
Media, 
which 
is 
operated 
on 
a 
shoestring by Abe Kalish, whose small 
staff has picked up errors in news 
stories and columns without regard to 
questions of political affiliation. A 
voluntary press council in America 
could easily co-exist with such an 
organization as Accuracy in Media by 
agreeing to act as a board of review for 
its complaints. 
By the same taken, freedom also 
includes 
the 
right 
to 
abstain. 
Newspapers that refuse to support the 
National News Council or any of our 
new regional press councils are quite 
within their rights. 
The reasonableness of a decision to 
abstain from identification with wat­ 
chdog organizations would be judged 
by a newspaper’s ability to be fair 
without formal commitments. 
Voluntarism is enough in any country 
where one’s critics are free to publish 
their findings in media of their own.

By CECILY BROWNSTONE 
Associated Press Food Editor 
If you are always on the lookout, as 
we are. for ways of varying that old 
standby, meat loaf, you may be in­ 
terested in the following spanking-new 
and good recipe. 


Instead of stirring minced or sauteed 
onion into the meat mixture as is 
usually done, this recipe calls

adding a layer of thin onion rings and 
one of pimientos between two layers of 
meat. The onion rings stay slightly 
crunchy and offer pleasing texture 
contrast. 
The 
pimientos offer 
ad­ 
ditional flavor and attractive color. 


When we tried this recipe, we served 
baked potatoes and a cooked green 
vegetable with it. But you might like to 
team it with baked beans and a crisp 
green salad. 


PIMIENTO-ONION M EAT 
LOAF 


2 eggs 
l-3rd cup milk 
1 jar or can (4 ounces) pimiento 
2 teaspoons salt 


1 1 teaspoon pepper 


2 teaspoons prepared mustard 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
2 cups fresh bread crumbs 
2 pounds ground chuck beef 


I medium-small onion, thinly sliced 
and separated into rings 


Into a medium mixing bowl turn the 
eggs and milk. Drain and add the liquid 
from the pimientos; reserve pimientos. 
Add salt, pepper, mustard and Wor­ 
cestershire. Beat to combine. Add 
bread crumbs; mix well. Add beef; 
with your hands, knead until blended. 


Divide meat mixture in half. Press 
one half into an ungreased 8-inch 
square baking dish. Slit pimientos and 
open flat; arrange over meat mixture. 
Place onion rings over pimientos. Pat 
remaining half of meat over top. 


Bake in a preheated 350-degree oven 
for 45 to OO minutes. LEt stand about IO 
minutes. Pour off liquid in baking dish. 
Cut into squares; remove with a wide 
spatula or server and serve at once. 


Makes 6 to 8 servings. 
Note: If you like, you may garnish 
the meat loaf with slices of pimiento 
and paper-thin onion rings.

strip and other ‘nite’ spots are allowed 
to continue unabated although using 
large amounts of electricity.

of the 
Government’s class distinction,” she 
sniffed.

I 
cite this one on “ Jolson Sings Again,” 
an ancient movie: “ A sequel to that 
other film about the singer with the 
blacked-up face who spent a lot of time 
down on his knees going on about his 
mammy.”

It 
starred a famous female impersonator 
named Danny La Rue in no less than 12 
different and lavish gowns. 
It may have been his last TV ap­ 
pearance as a madamoiselle in mufti.

league baseball, along with other 
sports and recreational organizations, 
is making plans to reduce energy 
consumption up to 25 per cent — but 
success will depend on the fans. 
R epresentatives 
of 
some 
30 
associations met for an hour Thursday 
with Federal Energy Office officials to 
discuss measures they could adopt to 
conserve energy in their operations. 
Baseball commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
submitted a general outline for a 
comprehensive energy conservation 
plan developed for the major leagues 
for this year’s season which he said 
would result in a 25 per cent saving 
over 1973. 
Kuhn told newsmen after the meeting 
that baseball, which flew on chartered 
flights 60 per cent of the time during 
last season, -Will reduce charter flights 
by one-half or more. 
“This will be done by using regularly 
scheduled flights whenever possible,” 
he said. 
Kuhn also said baseball expects to 
eliminate or substantially curtail the 
use of electrical power for illuminating 
night games, 20 per cent of which oc­ 
curs before the game begins. 
“We will endeavor to start night 
games at times which will present the 
least problem taking into consideration 
local utility peak load factors,” he said. 
The commissioner said that batting 
practice before games will not be 
eliminated but that it would be taken 
prior to a game when there is sufficient 
light to do so. 
Kuhn said baseball had not con­ 
sidered playing all day games because 
“that would cause a substantial change 
in the gam e.” He also said the 1974 
schedule of 162 games would not be 
reduced to 154 games. 
He also said he did not believe it was 
realistic to realign the American and 


National Leagues in 1974 and 1975 to re­ 
duce travel. 
Kuhn said baseball will encourage 
fans to use public transit and car pools 
to get to ball parks.

Sawhill, 
deputy 
ad ­ 
ministrator for the Federal Energy 
Office, said m ost of 
the other 
associations at the meeting agreed to 
try to reduce energy consumption 
although only baseball offered a 
general outline of what it intends to do. 
“We don’t want to reduce par­ 
ticipation in sports, or reduce sports 
itself, but we want to use the energy 
more efficiently,” he said.

meeting was that fans use public 
transportation and car pools to attend 
sports events.

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Friday, Jan. 4, 1974 
Williams will 
sue Finley 


R IV IER A BEACH, Fla. (A P) - 
Following the hiring of Bill Virdon as 
manager of the New York Yankees, 
Dick Williams says he now plans a 
court battle against the man who kept 
him from getting the job. 
Williams, who quit as manager of the 
Oakland A’s to accept the Yankee 
position, said Thursday he will take 
Oakland owner Charlie Finley to court. 
“ Whether the Yankee job will 
become available as a result of my 
counter-attack against Finley, I really 
can’t say. But I’m not done yet,” 
Williams said from his Riviera Beach 
home. 


Williams said the annoucement of 
Virdon’s hiring had not taken him by 
surprise. 


“ I ’ve known of the possibility of them 
hiring Bill for a few days now,” he said. 
‘‘They couldn't wait any longer.” 


Williams, who quit 
as 
Oakland 
manager after guiding them to their 
second straight World Series cham­ 
pionship, said under no circumstances 
would he report to the A’s spring camp 
next month. 


W illiam ’s had signed with the 
Yankees, but that contract was voided 
by 
outgoing 
American 
League 
President Joe Cronin after Finley filed 
a federal court suit to force Williams to 
honor the two remaining years on his 
Oakland contract. 
“ As far as I ’m concerned,” said 
Virdon, “ I ’m the manager of the New 
York Yankees and I like it that way. 


I ’m 
not 
concerned 
about 
Dick 
Williams.” 
Virdon, ex-skipper of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, was named to the Yankee job 
Thursday, ending the three-month tug 
of war that the New York club had been 
waging with Oakland owner Charles O. 
Finley over Williams. 


Last month, Virdon signed a contract 
to manage Houston’s Denver farm club 
in the Pacific Coast League. Does that 
mean the Yankees have inherited an­ 
other Williams-type contract hassle? 
Virdon laughed at the suggestion. 
“ No, 
no,” 
he said. 
“ I 
had 
a 
stipulation in the Denver contract that 
if I were offered a major league job, I 
would be free to go.” 


That offer came earlier this week 
from the Yankees, who had run into a 
dead end in their negotiations with 
Finley aimed at trying to get the A’s 
boss to release Williams from the last 
two years of his managing contract. 
The Yankees had tried to force the 
issue a few weeks ago when they signed 
Williams to a three-year contract. But 
outgoing American League President 
Joe Cronin nixed that deal, sending the 
Yankees back to Finley to try to satisfy 
the Oakland boss, who kept insisting on 
a couple of top prospects in return for 
Williams. 
“ Charley wanted too much,” said 
George M. Steinbrenner, general 
partner of the Yankees. That was when 
the club turned to Virdon. 
“ He’s a winner and that’s the kind of 
man we wanted,” said Steinbrenner.

Bidding Quiz 


You are South and have the following 
hand: 


♦ AQ95 V A K J 83 ♦ K 72 ♦ IO 


1. East bids One Club, which you 
double, and North s response is One 
Spade. What would you bid now? 
2. West bids One Club, which East 
raises to Two Clubs, and you double for 
takeout. Your partner’s response is 
Two Hearts. What would you bid now? 
3. Your partner bids One Notrump. 
When you respond Three Hearts, he 
raises to Four Hearts. What would you 
bid now? 


I. Three Spades. Partner’s spade bid, 
aside from showing four or more 
spades, does not designate his high- 
card strength and, in fact, he may not 
have a point. However, it is a fairly 
good rule of thumb to assume he has 3 
or 4 points and proceed accordingly. 
By raising North to three, you cover 
the case where he has a practically 
worthless hand, and at the same time 
apprize him that there is a game if he 
has almost anything at all. You can’t 
safely bid four all by yourself, for you 
need a little something from partner 


for him to come home with ten tricks. 
2. Three hearts. Again all you can do 
is invite partner to bid game. Three 
hearts in this sequence is a very strong 
call, and partner is expected to press on 
with extremely modest values. 
It would be quite wrong to bid four 
hearts. Remember that, unlike the 
previous example, the opening bid is on 
your left, so you can expect the cards to 
lie rather badly. 
3. Four spades. You can’t stop short 
of a small slam — you and partner have 
at least 33 high-card points — so all 
your efforts should be bent on trying to 
get to seven. It would be wrong to use 
Blackwood, 
because 
partner’s 
response wouldn’t tell you whether he 
had the king of spades and queen of 
hearts — two very vital cards — even if 
he showed two aces and a king. 
Hands where intermediate cards are 
highly crucial are better handled by 
cuebids than by Blackwood. By per­ 
mitting partner to evalute his hand, you 
can often produce better results than 
by using Blackwood and making 
partner an automaton who does no 
more than tell you how many aces and 
kings he has.

He Has Noises in His Head 


I have noises in my head which are 
just driving me crazy. With all the 
scientific advancement against cancer 
and other diseases it’s hard to believe 
that such a simple but pesty problem 
cannot be solved. 
Mr. C.L., N.C, 
Dear Mr. L.: 
Only those people who have ever had 
persistent noise in the head can ap­ 
preciate the annoyance of this con­ 
dition. 
Such noises can drive people to 
distraction because the sounds in many 
cases defy all forms of treatment. 
The problem of tracking down the 
cause of ear and head noises is not 
simple because the causes of noise (or 
"tinnitus” ) are so varied. 
These sounds may be caused by wax 
in the ears, low-grade infections of the 
eardrums or middle-ear infection. 
Changes in the Eustachian tube, 
problems with the blood supply to the 
inner ear, and injury to the hearing 
mechanism may also be responsible. 
Noises may even be the result of

No doubt there are many factors. Let’s 
kick a few of them around. Motivation 
to excel is a trait not possessed by 
everyone, but without this trait the 
lensman will be run-of-the-mill. The 
same could be said for a linebacker, a 
salesman, or a dentist. So let’s assume 
motivation is there. 
First, it would seem, this lensman 
should learn his camera. A good place 
to start is at the instruction book. Use 
the camera! Find out just what the 
camera will do. Most cameras are 
capable of far more than the user 
demands of it. Too many cameramen 
get the idea that "one more gadget” 
will make him a photographer. No 
gadget 
is 
going 
to 
make 
a 
photographer out of anybody! Study 
and practice, yes, but not another 
gadget. 
It has been said that approbation is 
the motivating factor. I guess that’s 
true. If you have a young person you 
wish to help in photography give him 
encouragement, occasional praise; 
that will help him more than buying 
him another photo gadget. Of course, if 
you still want to buy him a gadget, we 
have them to sell. 
It has also been said that there is a 
direct

between

greatness of the photographer and the 
use he makes of his wastebasket. 
Throw away the stuff that’s not up to 
your standard. That’s a good point. 
And use care in selecting the lab to do 
your processing. Your film should 
always be processed by the company 
that made the film. That’s most im- 
jrtant.

It is generally believed that patients 
with such chronic conditions seem to 
feel more comfortable in a warm, dry 
climate.

It is wise, therefore, for anyone who 
is contemplating moving to a new 
climate to try it for a reasonable length 
of time in all seasons before giving up 
one’s home and business.

Expect Dayan to make pullback offer 
Israeli concessions seen 


W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) 
- Isra eli 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan is 
expected to offer a withdrawal from the 
Suez Canal and to seek reassurances 
that it w ill be opened to Israeli shipping 
when he meets with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
After 
today’s 
meeting 
with 
Kissinger, Dayan will ask the Pentagon 
for new jets, antitank missiles and 
other sophisticated weapons. U.S. 
officials are convinced that enough of 
his requests will be met eventually to 
upgrade Israel’s forces above pre- 
October War levels. 
Dayan’s visit could mark a turning 
point in the Geneva negotiations from 
generally conceptual discussions to 
concrete give-and-take. “ It has always 
been understood that after the Israeli 
elections the talks might accelerate,” 
Kissinger 
told 
a 
news conference 
Thursday in San Clemente, Calif. 
The secretary flew to Washington 
Thursday night, arriving on a com­ 
mercial jet a few hours before Dayan 
came in on an overseas flight. They 
planned to meet at the State Depart­ 
ment at noon, continue their talks at 
lunch, and then break off in late af­ 
ternoon for Dayan to call on Defense 
Secretary Jam es R. Schlesinger. 
Even a proposal for a unilateral and 
sizable Israeli pullback would not 
surprise Kissinger and his aides since 
all parties to the Middle East negotia­ 
tions anticipate more than a simple 
separation of Israeli and Egyptian 
armies.

Nixon signs bill 
boosting benefits 


SAN C LEM EN T E, Calif. (A P) — 
Larger checks are in store for millions 
of Social Security recipients April 3 and 
again Ju ly 3 as the result of an ll per 
cent benefit boost signed into law by 
President Nixon. 
Under legislation signed by Nixon on 
Thursday, average monthly benefits 
for an individual will rise from $161 to 
$181, while those for a couple will jump 
from $276 to $310. 
The increases will take place in two 
steps, with a 7 per cent increase taking 
effect with March checks distributed 
April 3 and the other 4 per cent re­ 
flected in June checks delivered Ju ly 3. 
To help finance the increases, the law 
imposes a higher earnings level at 
which Social Security taxes will be 
deducted from workers’ paychecks. 
The earnings subject to taxes will be 
$13,200 this year, up from the $12,600 
base planned before the new law was 
enacted. 
Although there is no change in the 
5.85 per cent tax rate imposed on 
workers and their employers, 
the 
maximum tax to be collected annually 
from each will rise from $631.80 in 1973 
to $772.20 this year because of the 
higher wage base. 


The new law raises minimum Social 
Security benefits from $84.50 to $93.80 
and increases the maximum from $411 
to $456 for a couple. 


“ W ith 
these 
increases, 
Social 
Security benefits will have risen by 68.5 
per cent since this administration took 
office nearly five years ago,” Nixon 
noted in signing the measure.

While the United States remains a 
reliable m ilitary ally, Kissinger at the 
same time is projecting the U.S. role as 
even-handed in seeking peace in the 
Middle East. 
He told his news conference that “ we 
have discussed our ideas for settlement 
in exactly the same terms” with Israel 
and the Arab states. And he rejected 
the suggestion that he is tying U.S. 
policies inseparably to those of Israel. 
Kissinger said the Israeli elections, 
in which hard-liners made some gains, 
would not deter the disengagement 
talks. 
Station closings 
on Saturdays 
ruled out now 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Federal 
Energy Office has decided against 
seeking Saturday closings of gasoline 
stations as a way to cut fuel con­ 
sumption further. 
“ It is definitely out,” an energy office 
spokesman said. “ Saturday closings 
would just wreck recreation outlets in 
the country, and it’s a big business.” 
Federal energy chief William E . 
Simon had said as late as a week ago 
that the Saturday-closing move was 
under serious consideration. Now, he 
feels the measure is not needed to deal 
with the gasoline shortage. 
The energy office has already asked 
the nation’s 225,000 gasoline stations to 
close on Sundays to discourage con­ 
sumption. A high percentage have 
complied. Simon said the Sunday- 
closing request will become mandatory 
if he gets the power from Congress. 
As for the government’s conservation 
moves, Simon said after a news con­ 
ference Thursday: “ We feel we’ve got 
everything in place necessary to lick 
this problem.” 
During the news conference, he and 
other energy officials said the response 
from the public on government con­ 
servation measures has given new hope 
that gasoline rationing can be avoided. 
A high energy official said later, 
however, that the key test w ill come 
this month as gasoline production is 
cut. 
Simon said major oil companies have 
agreed to encourage the voluntary to­ 
ga llon-per-customer lim it on service 
stations 
sales. 
Company-owned 
stations will enforce that limit, he said. 
He said that gasoline consumption 
continued to decline in December, but 
added the savings fell far short of the 20 
per 
cent 
reduction 
considered 
necessary. 
On Feb. I, he said, the energy office 
will announce another gasoline price 
increase 
to 
compensate 
service 
stations for their loss of sales volume 
because of the fuel shortage. 
By March I, he said, gasoline prices 
nationwide will average 8 to ll cents 
per 
gallon 
higher 
than 
the 
level 
prevailing in December. The increased 
cost of foreign oil is a major reason for 
the expected rise. 
In San Clemente, Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger said President 
Nixon is preparing personal initiatives 
to try to solve the energy crisis, but 
said details wouldn’t be disclosed until 
next week. 
Kissinger called the Arab embargo 
“ increasingly less appropriate” and 
said Nixon’s moves would seek to build 
cooperation between the oil-producing 
and oil-consuming nations. The cutoff 
was initiated in late October after the 
Mideast war broke out. 
Meantime, m ilitary sources said the 
Pentagon has asked the White House 
and the energy office for an increased 
fuel allocation of between IO and 15 per 
cent. The Pentagon has 
used an 
average of about 62,500 barrels of oil 
daily in the last three months. 
Jobless rate 
on increase 
WASHINGTON (A P) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate moved up from 4.7 
per cent to 4.9 per cent of the work force 
in December, marking the second 
consecutive monthly increase since the 
beginning of the energy crisis, the 
government reported today. 
The increase apparently was due to 
the general slowdown of the economy 
but analysts for the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said they lacked complete in­ 
formation to determine the effect of the 
fuel shortage on the jobless rate. 
Administration officials had said 
previously the impact would be felt in 
December and even more sharply 
during the first three months of this 
year. 
President Nixon’s chief economic 
adviser, Herbert Stein, has forecast a 
jobless rate reaching about 6 per cent 
later this year as the full effects of the 
energy crisis impact on the economy. 
According to the Labor Department 
report the number of people out of work 
increased by 170,000 last month to a 
total of 4.4 million. This followed an in­ 
crease of 200,000 in the jobless rate in 
November.

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Daylight 
time due 
Sunday 


W ASHINGTON (A P) - Year-round 
daylight saving time will go into effect 
in almost all parts of the United States 
Sunday as part of President Nixon’s 
energy-conservation program. 
It will be the first time the nation has 
been on year-round daylight time since 
World W ar II. 
All but two states — Indiana and 
Hawaii — apparently will set their 
clocks ahead one hour at 2 a.m. Sun­ 
day, although four other states have 
applied for exemptions and other parts 
of the nation could be exempted by 
state legislation. 
Indiana has passed legislation in the 
past exempting it from daylight time, 
and the state was excluded from the 
new bill. 
H aw aii was exempted 
because of its location near the Equa­ 
tor, where there is little seasonal 
variation in the number of daylight 
hours. 
Under the legislation, President 
Nixon — or his designated represen­ 
tative — can exempt any state from 
daylight time if the state’s governor 
can show the time change would work 
undue hardship or that remaining on 
standard tim e during the winter 
months would save more fuel. 
Arizona, Oregon and Kentucky have 
applied for exemptions, according to 
the Uniform Time Office, and Idaho 
has requested that its area under 
mountain time be exempted. 
All four requests are under ad­ 
visement, the office says, and Tran­ 
sportation Secretary Claude Brinegar 
was to make a ruling as the President’s 
representative late today. 
The nation will remain on daylight 
time through October 
1975, unless 
Congress decides to change the law. 
The switch to daylight time has been 
touted by the White House as an 
energy-saver, 
although 
many 
sup­ 
porters of the bill acknowledge they are 
unsure what effect, if any, the measure 
will have on the energy crisis. 
The White House has claimed that 
shifting an hour of daylight from the 
morning to the evening hours could cut 
back electricity and heating demands 
by as much as three per cent, par­ 
ticularly in the northern regions of the 
country. This could mean a savings 
equivalent to 150,000 barrels of oil a 
day, the administration has said. 
It says people would not need to turn 
on their lights as early at night if 
daylight savings time was in effect.

The next day her only 
other child, John Glenn Lawrence, 
Saxbe takes cabinet post today 


WASHINGTON (A P) — William Bart 
Saxbe, blunt-spoken veteran of Ohio 
Republican politics, takes over the 
Justice Department as the nation’s 70th 
attorney general today. 
He is convinced, despite recent ef­ 
forts to the contrary, that politics has a 
place in the government’s chief law 
enforcement arm. 
Saxbe is equally convinced that he 
and his close associates w ill be immune 
from improper political pressures. He 
says there is no need for the steps his 
predecessor designed to prove the truth 
of that immunity to the public. 
After five years in the Senate, Saxbe 
officially gave up his seat Thursday in 
preparing 
for 
his 
late-afternoon 
swearingin ceremony in the depart­ 
ment’s Great Hall. The oath will be 
administered by an Ohio colleague, 
former state Supreme Court Judge 
Robert M. Duncan, now a judge on the 
U.S. Court of M ilitary Appeals. 


Some 300 Ohio friends and dozens of 
government officials planned to attend 
but neither President Nixon nor Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford said they 
expected to be there. 


Saxbe becomes Nixon’s fourth at­ 
torney general and brings the depart­ 
ment a set of goals somewhat different 
from those of Elliot L. Richardson, who 
resigned Oct. 20 rather than obey 
Nixon’s order to fire Archibald Cox as 
special Watergate prosecutor. 


The thrust of Richardson’s 
five 
months in office was an effort to take 
politics out of the department. 
Saxbe said in an interview he will at 
least modify an order 
Richardson 
considered a key element of that drive. 
The order required department offi­ 
cials to keep written records of their 
contacts 
with 
outsiders 
expressing 
views on specific cases. 


The rule applied to White House 
officials and congressmen as well as to 
private citizens and lobbyists. 


The records were confidential but 
could have been made public in court 
proceedings or in response to ac­ 
cusations. 


“ I ’m not too keen on this,” Saxbe 
said. “ I certainly wouldn’t want to do it 
with members of Congress and the 
Senate if they don’t want it.” 


He said he has questioned a number 
of senators about the policy and some 
said “ there’s a lot of times when we 
know something that we think the at­ 
torney general should know ... but if ifs 
publicized, it would be embarrassing to 


us to try to have to say that so-and-so 
from my state is no damn good.” 
Under those circum stances, the 
senator “ just wouldn’t do it” and the 
Justice Department would suffer from 
the lack of information, Saxbe said. 
Richardson had said the policy would 
discourage 
improper 
political 
pressures and would give the depart­ 
ment written records to rebut ac­ 
cusations of bending to political in­ 
fluence. 
“ The way to discourage improper 
contacts is to talk to no one,” Saxbe 
asserted. “ I have enough confidence in 
the people I ’ll have working for me that 
I ’m not going to be worried about 
improper contacts.”

Regents Board expansion pushed by Solon

Democratic state senator wants to add 
four legislators to the nine-member 
Ohio Board of Regents to help improve 
its 
“ credibility” with 
the 
general 
public. 


Sen.

Meshel, 
D-33 
Youngstown, introduced the measure 
Thursday as state lawmakers ended 
their first 1974 work week and closed 
shop until 1:30 p.m. Tuesday. 


The regents have been under the 
scrutiny of many individual legislators 
in recent weeks in the wake of a 
Gilligan 
Administration 
task 
force 
recommendation 
that 
would 
scrap 
plans for two new medical schools in 
Dayton and northeast Ohio. Planners of 
the new facilities received the go-ahead 
from the legislature only last year. 


Although the regents have taken no 
official posture on the task force 
proposal so far, Chancellor Jam es 
Norton has said he will recommend to 


this year ’s session that construction of 
one school proceed with the other 
project being held for further study. 
Norton did 
not designate 
either 
school for priority. 
The Dayton school would be a con­ 
sortium to serve Wright State, Miami, 
and Central State Universities, while 
the northeast Ohio facility would be a 
combined facility for the University of 
Akron, Kent State University, and 
Youngstown State University. 
Meshel made no mention of the med 
schools, but he said “ too often, there 
are great chasms developed between 
the wishes of the legislature and the 
actions of the various boards and 
commissions of both state and local 
governments. 
“ This bill could aid in building 
credibility for the Board of Regents 
with the general public.” His measure 
would add two House members and two 
senators to the board. They would 
represent both political parties, and 


serve two-year terms without com­ 
pensation. 
Nine new Senate bills were in­ 
troduced and seven more offered in the 
House during brief Thursday floor 
sessions. Added to the growing list of 
energy bills were proposals to permit 
operating schools four days a week 
during fuel emergencies and prohibit 
schools from operating before 9 a.m. as 
a result of a switch to year around day­ 
light time. 
Without dissent, the House passed 91- 
0 and sent to the Senate a bill to aid 
“ good samaritans” injured or killed 
while trying to help a victim of a crime. 
Rep. Casey Jones, D-45 Toledo, was 
lead sponsor of the measure which 
permits a proposed State Court of 
Claims to pay up to $10,000 to an in­ 
jured party or to his or her estate. 
Also approved by the House (80-12) 
was a measure giving courts more 
authority in awarding custody of a 14 to 
16-year-old child to one or other of his 


divorced parents. It also goes to the 
Senate. 
Senators had no bills up for floor 
consideration at a session that lasted 
only nine minutes.

Laos sells rice, 
seeks U. S. help 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Laotian 
peasants are selling their first good 
rice crop in years and then turning to 
the United States for emergency aid 
when they run out of food, American 
officials say. 
Sources in the Agency for In­ 
ternational Development (AID), say 
the situation could cost the United 
States hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 
For years Laos has had a severe rice 
shortage and AID has supplied food to 
as many as 379,000 peasants a year. 
The past year the crop was excellent 
and resulted in a drop to 161,000 in the 
number of Laotians receiving the 
American food. 
The aid amounts to about 17 pounds 
of rice a month to each person, plus 15 
pounds of protein food. 
However, many of the peasants who 
have gone off the program have 
ignored advice by American experts 
and are not storing the surplus for seed 
and future consumption, officials say. 
Instead, they are keeping just enough 
to eat for the next few months and are 
selling the rest. 
American policy is to provide food to 
Laotians until they become self- 
sufficient. For many years, the crops 
have been so poor that few people could 
ever grow enough to feed themselves. 
But the past crop was bountiful and 
AID discontinued rice shipments for 
218,000 peasants, telling them they 
were on their own unless a natural 
disaster cut their food supplies. 
ll. S. air defense said hurt 
by shortage of jet fuel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Because of 
the fuel pinch, Air National Guard 
pilots assigned to defend the United 
States against possible bomber attacks 
are allowed to fly only when ordered 
aloft to investigate suspicious planes, a 
Guard source says. 
“They fly only on a direct scramble 
order from the North American Air 
Defense Command,” the source said 
Thursday. 
The pilots are barred from practicing 
their aerial skills, including important 
instrument and night flying, when they 
are not on runway alert even though 
their squadrons have been given a first 
line mission, the source said. 
It is this ban on proficiency flying 
that has prompted military officials to 
warn that reserve pilots of all the ar­ 
med services will lose their edge and 
national security will suffer unless it is 
relaxed. 
Of particular concern to them is the 
effect on pilots belonging to 19 Air 
Guard squadrons which have been 
assigned the major responsibility for 
Mansfield hit 
by big layoffs 
MANSFIELD, Ohio (A P)- Man­ 
sfield’s two largest employers have 
announced they will layoff more than 
1,000 employes in January due to the 
energy crisis and declining sales. 
The layoffs were announced by the 
Fisher Body plant in Ontario, a Man­ 
sfield suburb, and the Westinghouse 
Electric Corp. 
With a population of about 55,000, the 
layoffs represent almost two per cent of 
the city’s population. 
Fisher Body personnel director 
William D. Wallis said 775 company 
workers will be laid off Friday night 
due to slumps in General Motors large 
car sales. 
The Fisher Body plant produces car 
bodies for GM. The parent auto 
manufacturer has been hit by a slump 
in large car sales because of the energy 
shortage. 
Wallis said GM assembly plants are 
reducing production because of the 
slump. For 370 of the workers, the 
layoff will be a two-week furlough, 
Wallis said, with jobs opening again 
when GM resumes production.

That the U.S. advice to store the 
surplus rice was rejected is no sur­ 
prise, the American sources say. The 
peasants not only have been hungry, 
they have been poor. U.S. officials say 
it is understandable that they would 
take a rare chance to pick up some 
money. 
There is little that can be done to stop 
the selling, the officials say. 
The only direct punishment is to 
refuse aid to peasants who ask for food 
after having sold their own harvest. 
Officials say it is difficult to prove that 
such peasants have sold their extra 
rice. 
And even if that could be done there 
are humanitarian and political reasons 
to give the aid, the officials concede. 
“How can you tell some farmer he 
and his family must go hungry because 
they tried to make a little pocket money 
for once in their life,” one source said. 
Further, Democratic Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy of Massachusetts has been 
critical of the American aid program in 
Southeast Asia, charging the ad­ 
ministration often has not given suf­ 
ficient help to refugees in the area. 
To take a hard-nosed attitude on the 
rice aid would only give new am­ 
munition to Kennedy, the AID sources 
acknowledge. 
Officials feel, the only apparent 
course of action is to give aid when 
necessary, hope for another bumper 
crop and continue to encourage the 
peasants to conserve what they have.

pessimistic 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - A sub­ 
stantial majority of Americans are 
pessimistic about the nation’s 1974 
economy, according to the latest 
Gallup Poll. 
The Nov. 30-Dec. 3 survey showed 85 
per cent of those questioned predicted 
economic difficulties in 1974 and 84 per 
cent expected rising unemployment. 
In a similar survey a year ago, 47 per 
cent forecast economic difficulty and 43 
per cent expected more unem­ 
ployment. 
In the latest survey, 1,550 adults 
across the nation were asked if they 
thought 1974 would be “a year of 
economic prosperity or a year of 
economic difficulties.” 
Seven per cent expected prosperity, 
85 per cent predicted difficulties and 8 
per cent expressed no opinion. The per­ 
centage replies in the survey last year 
were: 40 prosperity, 47 difficulties, and 
13 no opinion. 
Those interviewed were also asked if 
they expected 1974 to be “a year of full 
employment or a year of rising 
unemployment.” 
Eight per cent expected full em­ 
ployment and 84 per cent a rising 
jobless rate. Eight per cent had no 
opinion. 
Last year 42 per cent forecast full 
employment, 43 per cent expected 
more unemployment and 15 per cent 
expressed no opinion.

IRS seeking 
$800,000 tax 
from Vesco 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Internal 
Revenue Service is trying to collect 
more than $800,000 in back taxes from 
indicted financier Robert L. Vesco. 
The claim was disclosed when Vesco 
and his wife appealed the IRS verdict to 
the 
U.S. 
Tax 
Court. Vesco’s tax 
troubles come on top of a long string of 
legal problems, including federal in­ 
dictments for fraud, conspiracy and 
obstruction of justice. 
IRS records filed with the court show 
that Vesco reported a taxable income 
of $111,712 for 1971 and paid $52,441 in 
taxes. But the IRS contends that the 
Vescos actually had a taxable income 
of more than $1.2 million and that they 
owe another $775,310 in taxes plus a 
penalty of $38,765. 
The IRS attached the 5 per cent 
penalty because the agency “deter­ 
mined that part of the underpayment of 
tax ... is due to negligent and in­ 
tentional disregard of rules and regu­ 
lations.” 
The Vescos denied the charges. 
The bulk of the IRS claim concerns 
payments allegedly made to Vesco by 
the International Controls Corp. He 
was former board chairman and chief 
executive officer of the firm and during 
1971, he also became the chief officer of 
Investors Overseas Services Ltd., after 
ICC bought a substantial portion of the 
Geneva-based mutual fund. 
The IRS claimed that Vesco failed to 
report a total of $1,001,350 in income 
received from ICC. IRS examiners told 
Vesco’s representatives they were 
counting as income $830,729 for Vesco’s 
personal use of an ICC-owned plane, 
and $170,621 in personal expenses paid 
by 
ICC, 
according 
to Tax Court 
records. 
Vesco told the court he used the jet 
only for business purposes and “at no 
time caused private aircraft to be flown 
to any destination at which a business 
activity was not the principal purpose 
for such flight.” 
The IRS also claims taxes on $63,757 
in “ unidentified deposits’’ in the 
Vescos’ joint account at the American 
National 
Bank 
& 
T rust 
Co. 
in 
Morristown, N.J. 
Vesco’s lawyers replied, “To the best 
of petitioner’s recollection and belief, 
none of the deposits made to said ac­ 
count represented unreported taxable 
income....”

Still another method used by USDA 
commodity experts is to compute 
exports, in the case of many items, on a 
crop-year basis. That varies in the case 
of wheat from a year beginning on July 
I to corn exports figured from Oct. I. 
Regardless of the technicalities, Butz 
has consistently heralded farm exports 
as a national economic advantage and 
uses each opportunity to give farmers a 
pat on the back. 
“American farmers, by virtue of 
their superior ability to produce, have 
marketed enough products to foreign 
customers this year (1973) to offset the 
value of all our imports of coffee, 
cocoa, bananas and other agricultural 
products, of all our petroleum imports 
for the year, plus a substantial balance 
to apply against other nonagricultural 
imports,” he said.

Another View

proposal for creation of a Sino- 
Am erican 
Soybean 
Research 
Institute is unlikely to generate 
much public excitement. This bill is 
nevertheless of great potential 
importance. For the fact is that as 
demand for high quality vegetable 
protein soars, soybeans will play an 
increasingly significant role in the 
world’s food economy. 
What Humphrey contemplates is a 
joint undertaking by the United 
States and China 
to increase 
soybean yields and adaptability to 
new producing regions. 
The Institute he seeks to establish 
also would get into other aspects of 


soybean research and technology, 
including 
developm ent of ad­ 
ditional 
uses 
for 
soybeans 
and 
soybean products as sources of 
human and animal 
protein, 
in­ 
cluding the development of new 
foods and food substitutes and ex­ 
tenders.” 
This enterprise would not require 
a great outlay of funds; for initial 
operation of the Institute the United 
States would furnish only two million 
dollars 
annually. 
The 
President 
would be instructed to ask the World 
Bank to consider putting up ad­ 
ditional money. 
To further emphasize the 
in­ 
ternational character of the project, 


the bill suggests utilizing the ex­ 
pertise of various groups active in 
soybean research, notably the U.S. 
Agency 
for 
International 
Development and the U.N.’s Food 
and Agriculture Organization. 


The United States, which already 
produces a large share of world 
soybean supplies, and China, whose 
800 million people represent a huge 
potential demand for soybeans, are 
well suited to this joint undertaking. 


The ultim ate benefit for the 
world’s underdeveloped nations is 
incalculably great. Congress would 
do well to give the project its 
blessing without undue delay.

Voluntary News Council enough 


The House of Representatives ad­ 
journed without passing an energy 
bill. Maybe ifs better that way: the 
common sense and ingenuity of the 
people should be able to combine fuel- 
saving measures with the discovery of 
new sources of heat and power without 
any legislative ukases. 
The fewer laws, 
the 
better 
for 
freedom. 
Our mania for new laws might have 
saddled us with a compulsory press 
code during the period in which Spiro 
Agnew was riding high. Fortunately, 
the agitation for mandatory disclosure 
of news sources died down before our 
Congress could get around to amending 
the First Amendment by a misguided 
legislative interference. 


TH E AGNEW E R A has left us with 
one legacy that looks to the fostering of 
a responsible press; it is a newly for­ 
med National News Council which, 
luckily, 
intends 
to 
operate 
on 
a 
voluntary basis. 
The council is headed by Roger 
Tray nor, former Chief Justice of the 
California 
Suprem e 
Court, 
and it is already busy pushing a 
study of the threats to a free press 
posed, among other things, by judicial 
rulings in the lower courts. The study 
will take off from the recent Florida 
Supreme Court decision which would 
force the Miami Herald to give a 
sorehead political figure the right to 
equal space in replying to an editorial 
that appeared in its pages. 
Britain, the country of Coke and 
Blackstone which bequeathed us its 
heritage of the Common L§w, has, 
according to all reports, solved its 
problems of press fairness by trusting 
to a voluntary Press Council. 
The secretary of the British Press 
Council, Noel S. Paul, recently passed 
through New York City on his way to 
Buffalo to address the Sigma Delta Chi 
society of professional journalists. Mr. 
Paul, a former features editor for the 
British Home County Newspapers, a 
chain of weeklies, was critical, in a 
polite and civilized way, of Our Yankee 
predilection for running to government 
for a compulsory settlement of our 
troubles. 
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Sophisticated societies, he said, were 
more and more inclined to choke 
themselves with legislation - a “ kind of 
pollution” in his view. 
Twenty years ago 
the British 
parliam ent considered forcing a 
statutory press council on the British 
media. The newspapers fended off the 
danger of government control of the 
news columns by forming a voluntary 
council composed of management and 
employee representatives. Later the 
council changed its constitution to 
allow for a non-press chairman and a 
minority of “ public” members chosen 
by a special appointment commission. 
A complaints committee composed of 
equal members of the press and the 
public has recently been added. 
The British answer to the problem of 
maintaining a fair press has, so Mr. 
Paul 
says, 
succeeded 
beyond 
ex­ 
pectations. It has done this not by 
setting up any rigid codes of newspaper 
conduct, but by keeping a weather eye 
on whatever moral standards may be 
deemed acceptable to the public at any 
given moment. 
Thus, 
by 
accepting 
a 
view 
of 
patriotism that has recently 
been 
dishonored in the U.S., the British 
Press Council has 
condemned the 
publishing of government documents 
before 
stipulated 
release 
dates. 
Complaints about giving lurid details in 
stories of sexual assault have also been 
upheld by the council. 
On the other hand, the council has 
defended the right of newspapers to 


refuse advertising, to keep news 
sources secret unless ordered by the 
courts or parliam ent to disclose 
identities, and to exercise free choice in 
publishing or refusing to publish let­ 
ters to the editor. 


TH E EVEN-HANDED behavior of 
the British Press Council has led to 
clashes 
with government, but the 
council has been sustained in at least 
one important case by a government 
investigation of contempt of court 
procedure. Mr. Paul seemed impressed 
by the Washington-based Accuracy in 
Media, 
which 
is 
operated 
on 
a 
shoestring by Abe Kalish, whose small 
staff has picked up errors in news 
stories and columns without regard to 
questions of political affiliation. A 
voluntary press council in America 
could easily co-exist with such an 
organization as Accuracy in Media by 
agreeing to act as a board of review for 
its complaints. 
By the same taken, freedom also 
includes 
the 
right 
to 
abstain. 
Newspapers that refuse to support the 
National News Council or any of our 
new regional press councils are quite 
within their rights. 
The reasonableness of a decision to 
abstain from identification with wat­ 
chdog organizations would be judged 
by a newspaper’s ability to be fair 
without formal commitments. 
Voluntarism is enough in any country 
where one’s critics are free to publish 
their findings in media of their own.

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Vary that meat loaf

If you are always on the lookout, as 
we are, for ways of varying that old 
standby, meat loaf, you may be in­ 
terested in the following spanking-new 
and good recipe. 


Instead of stirring minced or sauteed 
onion into the meat mixture as is 
usually done, this recipe calls 
for 
adding a layer of thin onion rings and 
one of pimientos between two layers of 
meat. The onion rings stay slightly 
crunchy and offer pleasing texture 
contrast. The pimientos offer ad­ 
ditional flavor and attractive color. 


When we tried this recipe, we served 
baked potatoes and a cooked green 
vegetable with it. But you might like to 
team it with baked beans and a crisp 
green salad. 


PIMIENTO-ONION MEAT 
LOAF 
2 eggs 
l-3rd cup milk 
1 jar or can (4 ounces) pimiento 
2 teaspoons salt 
*4 teaspoon pepper 


2 teaspoons prepared mustard 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
2 cups fresh bread crumbs 
2 pounds ground chuck beef 


I medium-small onion, thinly sliced 
and separated into rings 


Into a medium mixing bowl turn the 
eggs and milk. Drain and add the liquid 
from the pimientos; reserve pimientos. 
Add salt, pepper, mustard and Wor­ 
cestershire. Beat to combine. Add 
bread crumbs; mix well. Add beef; 
with your hands, knead until blended. 


Divide meat mixture in half. Press 
one half into an ungreased 8-inch 
square baking dish. Slit pimientos and 
open flat; arrange over meat mixture. 
Place onion rings over pimientos. Pat 
remaining half of meat over top. 


Bake in a preheated 350-degree oven 
for 45 to 60 minutes. LEt stand about IO 
minutes. Pour off liquid in baking dish. 
Cut into squares; remove with a wide 
spatula or server and serve at once. 


Makes 6 to 8 servings. 
Note: If you like, you may garnish 
the meat loaf with slices of pimiento 
and paper-thin onion rings.

Those blackouts are to conserve 
power, she noted, “ but other and more 
expensive evening entertainment, 
including the banqueting emporia, 
strip and other ‘nite’ spots are allowed 
to continue unabated although using 
large amounts of electricity. 
“ Yet another example of the 
Government’s class distinction,” she 
sniffed.

Be that as it may, a vacationer 
here—to wit, me—had a lot of fun 
watching what remained on the power- 
starved tube here over the Christmas 
holidays.

I 
cite this one on “ Jolson Sings Again,” 
an ancient movie: “ A sequel to that 
other film about the singer with the 
blacked-up face who spent a lot of time 
down on his knees going on about his 
mammy.” 


Alas, we missed that one, as well as a 
unique special, “ Queen of Hearts.” It 
starred a famous female impersonator 
named Danny La Rue in no less than 12 
different and lavish gowns. 
It may have been his last TV ap­ 
pearance as a madamoiselle in mufti. 
He recently announced he was

don’t want to be remembered only as 
the fella in a frock.”

league baseball, along with other 
sports and recreational organizations, 
is making plans to reduce energy 
consumption up to 25 per cent — but 
success will depend on the fans. 
Representatives 
of 
some 
30 
associations met for an hour Thursday 
with Federal Energy Office officials to 
discuss measures they could adopt to 
conserve energy in their operations. 
Baseball commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
submitted a general outline for a 
comprehensive energy conservation 
plan developed for the major leagues 
for this year’s season which he said 
would result in a 25 per cent saving 
over 1973. 
Kuhn told newsmen after the meeting 
that baseball, which flew on chartered 
flights 60 per cent of the time during 
last season; Will reduce charter flights 
by one-half of- more. 
“This will be done by using regularly 
scheduled flights whenever possible,” 
he said. 
Kuhn also said baseball expects to 
eliminate or substantially curtail the 
use of electrical power for illuminating 
night games, 20 per cent of which oc­ 
curs before the game begins. 
“We will endeavor to start night 
games at times which will present the 
least problem taking into consideration 
local utility peak load factors,” he said. 
The commissioner said that batting 
practice before games will not be 
eliminated but that it would be taken 
prior to a game when there is sufficient 
light to do so. 
Kuhn said baseball had not con­ 
sidered playing all day games because 
“that would cause a substantial change 
in the game.” He also said the 1974 
schedule of 162 games would not be 
reduced to 154 games. 
He also said he did not believe it was 
realistic to realign the American and 


National Leagues in 1974 and 1975 to re­ 
duce travel. 
Kuhn said baseball will encourage 
fans to use public transit and car pools 
to get to ball parks.

C. 
Sawhill, 
deputy 
ad­ 
ministrator for the Federal Energy 
Office, said most of the other 
associations at the meeting agreed to 
try to reduce energy consumption 
although only baseball offered a 
general outline of what it intends to do. 
“We don’t want to reduce par­ 
ticipation in sports, or reduce sports 
itself, but we want to use the energy 
more efficiently,” he said.

meeting was that fans use public 
transportation and car pools to attend 
sports events.

RIVIERA BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
Following the hiring of Bill Virdon as 
manager of the New York Yankees, 
Dick Williams says he now plans a 
court battle against the man who kept 
him from getting the job. 
Williams, who quit as manager of the 
Oakland A’s to accept the Yankee 
position, said Thursday he will take 
Oakland owner Charlie Finley to court. 
“ W hether the Yankee job will 
become available as a result of my 
counter-attack against Finley, I really 
can’t say. But I’m not done yet,” 
Williams said from his Riviera Beach 
home. 


Williams said the annoucement of 
Virdon’s hiring had not taken him by 
surprise. 


“I’ve known of the possibility of them 
hiring Bill for a few days now,” he said. 
“They couldn’t wait any longer.” 
Williams, 
who quit 
as 
Oakland 
m anager after guiding them to their 
second straight World Series cham­ 
pionship, said under no circumstances 
would he report to the A’s spring camp 
next month. 


W illiam ’s had signed with the 
Yankees, but that contract was voided 
by 
outgoing 
A m erican 
League 
President Joe Cronin after Finley filed 
a federal court suit to force Williams to 
honor the two remaining years on his 
Oakland contract. 
“As far as I’m concerned,” said 
Virdon, “I’m the manager of the New 
York Yankees and I like it that way. 


I ’m 
not 
concerned 
about 
Dick 
Williams.” 
Virdon, ex-skipper of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, was named to the Yankee job 
Thursday, ending the three-month tug 
of war that the New York club had been 
waging with Oakland owner Charles O. 
Finley over Williams. 
Last month, Virdon signed a contract 
to manage Houston’s Denver farm club 
in the Pacific Coast League. Does that 
mean the Yankees have inherited an­ 
other Williams-type contract hassle? 
Virdon laughed at the suggestion. 
“No, 
no,” he said. 
“I 
had 
a 
stipulation in the Denver contract that 
if I were offered a major league job, I 
would be free to go.” 
That offer came earlier this week 
from the Yankees, who had run into a 
dead end in their negotiations with 
Finley aimed at trying to get the A’s 
boss to release Williams from the last 
two years of his managing contract. 
The Yankees had tried to force the 
issue a few weeks ago when they signed 
Williams to a three-year contract. But 
outgoing American League President 
Joe Cronin nixed that deal, sending the 
Yankees back to Finley to try to satisfy 
the Oakland boss, who kept insisting on 
a couple of top prospects in return for 
Williams. 
“Charley wanted too much,” said 
George M. Steinbrenner, general 
partner of the Yankees. That was when 
the club turned to Virdon. 
“He’s a winner and that’s the kind of 
man we wanted,” said Steinbrenner.

Bidding Quiz 


You are South and have the following 
hand: 


♦ AQ95 V A K J 83 ♦ K 72 * 1 0 


1. East bids One Club, which you 
double, and North’s response is One 
Spade. What would you bid now? 
2. West bids One Club, which East 
raises to Two Clubs, and you double for 
takeout. Your partner’s response is 
Two Hearts. What would you bid now? 
3. Your partner bids One Notrump. 
When you respond Three Hearts, he 
raises to Four Hearts. What would you 
bid now? 


I. Three Spades. Partner’s spade bid, 
aside from showing four or more 
spades, does not designate his high- 
card strength and, in fact, he may not 
have a point. However, it is a fairly 
good rule of thumb to assume he has 3 
or 4 points and proceed accordingly. 
By raising North to three, you cover 
the case where he has a practically 
worthless hand, and at the same time 
apprize him that there is a game if he 
has almost anything at all. You can’t 
safely bid four all by yourself, for you 
need a little something from partner 


for him to come home with ten tricks. 
2. Three hearts. Again all you can do 
is invite partner to bid game. Three 
hearts in this sequence is a very strong 
call, and partner is expected to press on 
with extremely modest values. 
It would be quite wrong to bid four 
hearts. Remember that, unlike the 
previous example, the opening bid is on 
your left, so you can expect the cards to 
lie rather badly. 
3. Four spades. You can’t stop short 
of a small slam — you and partner have 
at least 33 high*card points — so all 
your efforts should be bent on trying to 
get to seven. It would be wrong to use 
Blackwood, 
because 
p a rtn e r’s 
response wouldn’t tell you whether he 
had the king of spades and queen of 
hearts — two very vital cards — even if 
he showed two aces and a king. 
Hands where intermediate cards are 
highly crucial are better handled by 
cuebids than by Blackwood. By per­ 
mitting partner to evalute his hand, you 
can often produce better results than 
by using Blackwood and m aking 
partner an automaton who does no 
more than tell you how many aces and 
kings he has.

He Has Noises in His Head 
I have noises in my head which are 
just driving me crazy. With all the 
scientific advancement against cancer 
and other diseases it’s hard to believe 
that such a simple but pesty problem 
cannot be solved.

Dear Mr. L.: 
Only those people who have ever had 
persistent noise in the head can ap­ 
preciate the annoyance of this con­ 
dition. 
Such noises can drive people to 
distraction because the sounds in many 
cases defy all forms of treatment. 
The problem of tracking down the 
cause of ear and head noises is not 
simple because the causes of noise (or 
“tinnitus” ) are so varied. 
These sounds may be caused by wax 
in the ears, low-grade infections of the 
eardrum s or m iddle-ear infection. 
Changes in the E ustachian tube, 
problems with the blood supply to the 
inner ear, and injury to the hearing 
mechanism may also be responsible. 
Noises may even be the result of

than the next one? 
No doubt there are many factors. Let’s 
kick a few of them around. Motivation 
to excel is a trait not possessed by 
everyone, but without this trait the 
lensman will be run-of-the-mill. The 
same could be said for a linebacker, a 
salesman, or a dentist. So let’s assume 
motivation is there. 
First, it would seem, this lensman 
should learn his camera. A good place 
to start is at the instruction book. Use 
the camera! Find out just what the 
camera will do. Most cameras are 
capable of far more than the user 
demands of it. Too many cameramen 
get the idea that “one more gadget” 
will make him a photographer. No 
gadget 
is 
going 
to 
m ake 
a 
photographer out of anybody! Study 
and practice, yes, but not another 
gadget. 
It has been said that approbation is 
the motivating factor. I guess that’s 
true. If you have a young person you 
wish to help in photography give him 
encouragem ent, occasional praise; 
that will help him more than buying 
him another photo gadget. Of course, if 
you still want to buy him a gadget, we 
have them to sell. 
It has also been said that there is a 
direct 
correlation 
between 
the 
greatness of the photographer and the 
use he makes of his wastebasket. 
Throw away the stuff that’s not up to 
your standard. That’s a good point. 
And use care in selecting the lab to do 
your processing. Your film should 
always be processed by the company 
that made the film. That’s most im- 
rtant.

It is wise, therefore, for anyone who 
is contemplating moving to a new 
climate to try it for a reasonable length 
of time in all seasons before giving up 
one’s home and business.
